This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: Various autoimmune diseases (see claim 7) and various infectious viruses (see 
claim 13). The species are independent or distinct because the various autoimmune 
diseases have different etiologies and natural disease courses. The various 
autoimmune diseases are thought to arise from aberrant immune responses to specific 
cellular antigens; experimental models are developed by inoculating specific antigens in 
combination with Freund's Adjuvant, for example, rheumatoid arthritis models have 
been developed by injecting collagen into experimental animals (see McDevitt). 
Likewise, it is well known in the field that the various viral diseases by definition have 
different etiologies and respond to various immunostimulants differently (see Medical 
Virology, 4 th ed. especially p. 271 ff.). Human hepatitis type C and certain papilloma viral 
infections respond to interferon a therapy whereas human immunodeficiency virus type 
1 infections do not. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species of a 
viral infection or an autoimmune disease for prosecution on the merits to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. Currently, 
claims 1-5. 7-10 and 13-15 are generic.
